Tho American Bankers Association, in its a n n u a l convention at 
Wa.shington. D. C.. in the shadow of the national capital, on Thurs- 
day called upon the heads of this nation to set a date when tho fi- 
nancial budget for tho United States of America shall bo balanced. 


Following is tho language of. the resolutions t h a t were adopted: 
"Tiio American Bankers Associaii»»n l)elieves that the establishment 
of a balanced national budget, at t.. 
earliest possible date. Is essen- 
tial to tho national welfare and an important factor toward national 
recovery. 
While thus declaring onr conviction that a balanced bud- 
get is the cornerstone of sound financial policy, whether public or 
private, we never-the-less recognize that emergency o.\penditures are 
at times called for. in the interest.s of human welfare."

Forest Fire Losses 
Decreased by CCC 


During the forest fire season 
to date 25,000 days have been 
spent by enrollees of the 
State 
and Federal Civilian Conservation 
Corps fighting fires in the forest 
of Michigan, as 
against 
50,000 
man-days in 1933. 
The burned 
over area on 
National 
Forests 
alone was reduced by 2,393 acres, 
or 50 percent below last year, ac­ 
cording to E. W. Tinker, Region­ 
al Forester. 


This great decrease was due in 
large part, Mr. Tinker explained, 
to experience gained in combating 
the tremendous toll of the previ­ 
ous year: to rising public appre­ 
ciation of the importance of fire 
protection In support of forest re­ 
habilitation and resource develop­ 
ment through the activities of the 
CCC: and to Improved methods of 
fighting fire. 
This is in spite of 
tho fact th a t the number of visi- 
tot's to the national forests and 
other recreational areas of 
the 
State has exceeded that of 
the 
last year. 
Tho pride 
built 
up 
among the CCC In protecting the 
public’s forests is a great asset 
in keeping (he forests green, and 
has reduced tho necessity for the 
former vast emergency appropria­ 
tions for fire suppre-ssion. 


Camps a re rated upon 
accom­ 
plishment and appearance; forest 
protection takes priority in CCC 
work. 


More than 90 percent of tho 
2 75 fires occurring on tho H u r ­ 
on and Manistee National 
for- 


ests in Southern Michigan, and 
on the three N. F.. units in 
the 
Upper Peninsula this season were 
man-caused. 
Careless smokers 
and campers were responsible for 
approximately one-half of 
these 
fires. 


W ith the approach of the h u n t ­ 
ing season the United States F o r ­ 
est Service and the State Conser­ 
vation Departm ent urge caution 
on the p a rt of hunters entering 
the game fields, in order that the 
favorable showing made to date 
in fire protection may not be Im­ 
paired by some act 
of 
hum an 
carelessness.

TALKS AT H. S. 


Far 
Eastern 
Relations 
Discussed Vividly By 
No Yong Park

account of Far Eastern relations 
was presented to Manlstlqne high 
■school students ye.sterday m orn­ 
ing by No Yong 
i’ark. 
ChluoHO 
lirofessor 
at

.State 
Teachers* eollege and a k"en stu­ 
dent of Oriental affair.s. lirofessor 
I’ark has written several books on 
conditions and problems in 
the 
Far Tast and is a recognized au­ 
thority In his field. 


Professor Park gave a detailed 
dascrlptlon of tho 
relations 
of 
China and Japan at tho 
pre.sent 
time, having returned only 
last 
summer from a 
tour 
of 
those 
countries. In speaking of the al­ 
leged “ blow-up” of the 
Kastern 
Chinese Railway at Mukden 
by 
the Chinese, the 
speaker 
stated 
that the Japanese de<‘lared 
that 
;tl Indies of the track 
was

stroyed, but that there

evidence found 
to 
sjjpport 
the 
I'harge, 


Contrary 
to 
general opinion. 
I’rof *ssor Parks stated that 
in- 
.'<leud of Japan 
having 
a 
food 
shortage, thero was a surplus

food. He declared that tho J a p a n ­ 
ese would have one believe th a t a 
shortage exists because of tb s den­ 
sity of tho population In relation 
to tillable land. Tho Japanese diet, 
however, consists of rice, seaweed, 
and fish. I’rofessor Park stated,

In countries llke Kngland and

countries, more land is necessary
